THE YEMEN TROUBLES. 


- (From ovr CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Tharsday, 26. 
Arrival of Turkish Transports. 

The Tarkish transport Bahr-el-Gedid arrived 
from Constantinople, with over 500 troops for 
the reinforcement ot Feizi Pacha, in the 
Yemen. Large detachments are said also to 


have passed over the Damascds-Masn line, 


which may have given rise to the ramoor of 
the 5,000 troops having congregated near 
Akaba. The Yemen rebellion has now been 
going on for many months, the Turkish @o- 
vernment evidently being determined to see it 
through, in spite of their previous reverses and 
the rigours of the siege of Sana. 


Passage of Troops. 

The 8.8. Heliopolis, Kiew, Vancouver, Errol, 
and Vesta, with 8,374 officers and men, passed 
through Port Said in one day. The British 
officers on board some of the ships testify to 
the excellent behaviour of the troops.

The shop-keepers in Port Said, some of 
whom, by the way, send oat salesmen them- 
selves, often complain aboat the competition 
carried on unfairly by anlicensed hawkers, who 
besiege passengers as they step ashore. Much 
of the repatation which Port Said unfortunate- 
ly enjoys is due to the molestation and solicita- 
tions to which passengers are subjected. Often 
the latter themselves are very much to blame 
for this state of things, encouraging as they do 
these people, who approach them often with an 
assurance and impudence such as they would 
never dare to show to residents. In all sea- 
ports and more especially tourist resorts 
“strangers are taken in.” Everyone knows that 
there is one price for the passenger and an- 
other for the resident. Shop-keepers who have 
stood out against this custom have sometimes 
to abandon the method of having a fixed price, 
as so accustcmed are people to “bargaining 
and beating down” that it is found necessary 
to take this habit into consideration. Both 
bayer and seller seem to follow the golden rule 
as modified by ‘David Haram” :—Do unto 
others as you know they would do unto you, 
only do it first. 


The American Visit. 

Preparations are being pushed forward for 
the passage of the enormous American floating 
dry dock through the Canal. The escort of the 
American auxiliary cruisers, Brotus, Czsar, 
Glacier and the cruiser Tacoma, have already 
commenced their passsge to Suez. 

The Americans were favourably impressed 
with their treatment in Port Said. They were 
especially interested in all appertaining to the 
Suez Canal, a subject of great interest to them 
on account of the structure of the Panama 
Canal. They are all enthusiasts on the extermi- 
nation of mosquitoes, coming fresh, some of 
them, from the results following their abolition 
at Havanah, New Orleans, and more recently 
in Panama, in the extermination of yellow 
fever and malaria. °

Two evenings ago, however, Mr. Nugent, the 
popular and respected chief engineer of Mesers.. 
Wills and Co., was the victim of what can only 
be described as a dastardly, cowardly, and 
cold-blooded attack while cycling to his home 
on the beach, Suddenly he was struck from 
behind by a stick ; although he attempted to 
defend himself was rendered senseless, his 
wounds requiring the attention of Dr. Cuffey.

DISCOVERIES AT LUXOR. 

The excavations undertaken by Mr. Theodore 
Davis in the Theban valley of the Tombs of the 
Kings have again been successfal in the disco- 
very of another remarkable sepalchre, that of 
Si-Ptah. It is near to the great grave chamber 
of Seti II , opposite the tomb of Baii and close 
to: that of Tansert, another member of Seti’s 


family. . 

te is excavated upon the sapeéstyle as this 
st tomb but is larger. Two flights of steps 
iscend to the first entrance, then three 
tridors take you to a small chamber with a 
irge columned hall beyond it. From the centre 
of this a slope leads to a lower level with two 
corridors which when éxcavated will probably 
be found to enter the chief sarcophagus 


Some of the corridors have their inscriptions 
well preserved, inclading the king’s portrait, 
but those in the chambers have been ruined 
by moisture. 

Unfortanately robbers have broken up the 
alabaster coffin and taken all. valuables away, 
leaving, however, a number of hieratic ostraca 
and a few statuettes. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that more chambers on the lower level 
will be found intact and valuable antiquities 
be recovered from them. 


BRITISH v. GERMAN

AGENTS IN 


The ‘Manchester Guardian” prints an ex- 
tract from a letter which recently appeared 
in the “Egyptian Gazette” from a correspon- 
dent, urging that British firms, particularly 
the Levant, should be represented by 
British agents.

British goods and terms ata loss on an unwill- 
ing people? Is it not better—to take a rath- 
lessly insular point of view—to ruin confiding 
foreigners over this hope'ess task than our 
own countrymen ? And, really, it is difficult 
to believe that the Germans can continue for 
decades to impoverish themselves by granting 
ruinous terms of psyment. Can it be possible 
that the foreigner— German or whatever he 
may be- sometimes understands the condi- 
tions of the market better than the Briton, 
and therefore makes a better agent ?”
